Thanks for your comment on the address. I went ts a good deal of 
trouble with it on account of reasons which I imagine did not appear to 
the hearere. For instance there is so full and complete account of the Jumon- 
ville affair in any single volume anywhere that I know of. I had to dig 
the information out of perhaps a dozen yolumes and piece it togther,and 
wven then on account of lack of time I could not put in nearly all I found 
cut about that one important incident which called into question in the 
minds of the French the honor of George Washington. The Fort Necessity affaiy 
is only mentioned briefly in such great works ss Parkman's Wolfe and 
Montcalm. Even the lives cof Washington ao not give the minute details which 
one might di@cover by going over the local histories and state papers, 
euch as I went over. I went through the entire state papers of the period 
as relating to Penn'a, naving a complete set in my possession. In tnis way 
interesting details entirely lacking in more pretentious worke are found. 
You once spoke of the exploit against urandpre in I think 1746. Well Dumas, 
DesLignerie and Coulon de Villiers,who figured at Duqueene and in Braddocks 
defeet, were in that exploit,;,in fect DeVilliers led the French over the snows 
for that great distance and surprised the English force and made them all 
prisoners after a terrible encounter .It was a great teat. The conduet of the 


French in the F.& I. war often wae rotten, but there is no use denying the 
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pravery, initiative and iene of those ¥rench leaders. They were 


real men all sight afraid of nothing. There were only about 72 eronee rege 
ars at Braddock's defeat. The 150 Canadians fled in aismay when they em 
the great English torce marching through the defiles, and had not those 
92 French Regulars stood their ground at the beginning all would have veen — 
lost to the French, but they turn ed it into a great victory. Numefous 
details not mentioned in the regular history come to light in private ee = 
letters, old books out of print and through other sources.

Pieces), bear this inscrivtion"La Flor Oriend 
tal" This deduction is firther confirmed by the inscription omn the copper 
colnage of Uruguay . They read "Renublicse Oriental Del Ufuguay ." 

Now I'm not going to allow you to disprove these two pieces by any 
statements like you made to me peaceraae Of Betts and Low I say that any 
two men wngo have deséribed‘as many obscure pieces of this sort, and have 
left avs Low left as many minute notee on these medals and coins (I have 
Low's Fohrobert catsliozues with all his hundreds of notes in ink) are not 
going to be considered ignoramuses on this subject,your statement of their 
inaccuracy to the contrary.
